Europe's Dirtiest Town. 


All travelers should shun Borjslaw, 


in Galicla—"the back of Europe"— 
truthfully called the dirtiest place In 
Europe. It Is the oil trade center and 
Is decidedly not beautiful. In the main 
street all the houses have been built 
on mine refuse, and most of them 
have sunk below the level of the 
street. In fact, there Is not a solid 
brick or stone building In the whole 
of the town, and many of the booses 
are In a state of partial or entire col- 
lapse.

Public sentiment seems to favor this 


amendment. Its adoption will not 
only reduce the number of elections 
to one-half the present number aud 
thus cut the expense in two; but, it 
will separate State and county elec- 
tions. Many an unworthy candidate 


a local ticket has been cajried into 


ofllcc in 
Presidential years when 


people generally vote a straight ticket. 
Hereafter all candidates for county 
and municipal offices must stand on 
:hc!r own merits in an "off" year- 
Political 
parties will therefore be 


nore careful to nominte worthy can- 
didates for all offices.

Dai Id Johnson, one of the earl; set 


tiers of Indiana, was a uoted hunter 
and at one time was »itb a bunting 
party of which John Saverns wa» a 
member 
On that occasion the earl; 


settlement of the state was discussed 
Mi Sereins, having been there so 
many years before an; other white 
man, was accepted as authority on all 
such subjects 
In the "Pioneer His 


tory of Indiana" Colonel W M Cock 
rum gives one of Mi Sevetns1 stories 
as repeated by Mr Johnson 


Mr Severns said that in the fall of 


1T93 be was with half a dozen of bis 
Indian neighbors, hunting and that he 
rtnyed all night at an Indian village 
During the night two white prisoners 
were brought ID 
and preparations 


were made for their trial and death 


First two lines were formed facing 


each other and the two men were 
compelled to run the gantlet between 
the lines 
A point some hundred 


yards beyond the lines of the gantlet 
•was designated as the place that was 
to be reached to save tbelr lives. 


One of the men was of middle age, 


but frail, the other was a strong, ath- 
letic young fellow 
The lines were 


made up of more than 100 Indians, 
mostly squaws and boys, with enough 
active men to keep the prisoners from 
getting away 
The young man was 


the first to make the race 
He got 


through the lane and to tbe life sta 
tlon without being much hurt 


The older man before be started 


held up bis bauds and offered a prayer 
to God for nlel then commenced the 
race uhlch was not more than balf 
completed before be was knocked 
down by a heavy clob In tbe hands 
of a squnw and ivns set upon by the 
bordo of squaws and boys and beaten 
to death 


As soon os he was knocked down the 


young man who was several hundred 
[cot nway ran like a deer and jumped 
nto the throng of Indians and tried to 
save his friend's life, but was soon 
overpoweied and dragged away 


For this brave act tbe chief of the 


village adopted the young man to
